What  happened  to  our  represent¬ 
atives  who  were  supposed  to  have 
appeared  at  the  Calumet  College 
Conference’s  tug  of  war? 

There  was  a  list  of  names  that 
totalled  over  200  fellas.  Only  10  ap¬ 
peared  for  the  contest !  What  hap¬ 
pened  to  the  others?  St.  Joe  made 
a  very  poor  showing,  and  the  stu¬ 
dents  who  volunteered  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  day’s  activities  and 
didn’t  show,  are  directly  responsible 
for  the  humiliating  turnout.  This  is 
not  the  first  time  students  have  gone 
back  on  their  word. 

Our  school  lost  the  girls’  event  by 
forfeiture.  Only  three  of  our  co-eds 
appeared.  They  too,  had  a  roster 
in  school  that  had  a  sufficient  num¬ 
ber  of  names  on  it.  But  when  it 
came  time  for  action  only  three 
showed  up. 

As  for  the  Victory  Dance  that 
evening — it  was  a  farce  as  far  as 
St.  Joe  is  concerned.  Only  one  stu¬ 
dent  appeared.  He  was  there  in 
order  to  take  pictures  for  our  news¬ 
paper.  Only  one  out  of  six  hundred 
and  sixty-three ! 

Where  were  our  Student  Council 
members?  If  anyone  should  have 
been  there,  it  is  definitely  they. 
When  they  ran  for  office,  they  knew 
they  would  have  to  sacrifice  their 
time  for  the  school.  The  lone  rep¬ 
resentative  from  St.  Joe  who  at¬ 
tended  the  dance  is  a  Council  mem¬ 
ber.  If  the  others  do  not  want  the 
•responsibility  of  leading  our  stu¬ 
dents,  then  something  should  be 
done. 

The  Student  Council  members  had 
known  about  the  CCC  event  since 
Nov.  3.  The  event  was  not  sche¬ 
duled  till  the  19th.  Why  wasn’t  this 
activity  publicized  properly?  True, 
there  was  an  article  about  it  sche¬ 
duled  for  our  paper,  but  the  paper 
was  late,  and  this  article  didn’t  get 
to  the  students  on  time.  Personally, 

I  will  not  accept  this  excuse  as  a  suf¬ 
ficient  one.  Every  other  event  causes 
our  halls  to  get  plastered  with  post¬ 
ers,  and  the  tug-of-war  should  not 
have  been  an  exception.  Two  weeks 
is  a  sufficient  amount  of  time  to 
publicize  any  event.  I  saw  only  two 
posters  referring  to  the  tug  of  war 
and  dance.  They  were  posted  by 
Father  Smolar’s  office. 

I  recently  attended  a  meeting 
held  by  several  students.  The  topic 
of  this  meeting  was  the  activities 
of  the  Student  Council.  Those  who 
attended  this  meeting  feel  that  they 
would  rather  bring  their  ideas  to  the 
Council  at  an  open  meeting,  rather 
than  place  them  in  the  suggestion 
box.  How  long  do  they  have  to  wait 
for  another  open  meeting?

Johns-Manville  Is  Toured 
By  Commerce  Club

Monday,  Nov.  6,  members  of  the  Commerce  Club  assembled  at  the 
Center  at  11:15  a.m.  to  begin  their  field  trip  to  the  Chicago  plant  of  Johns- 
Manville,  maker  of  industrial  tapes. 

The  tour  began  in  the  firm’s  cafeteria  with  a  film  entitled  “Look  What 
Happened  to  Tape.”  It  was  a  very  interesting  20  minutes  of  film  showing 


how  tape  is  made,  and  explaining 
the  many  uses  it  has  in  modern  so¬ 
ciety.  The  film  served  as  an  in¬ 
troduction  to  the  tour.  It  showed 
many  of  the  Johns-Manville  method 
machines  in  action.  Later,  when  the 
student  visitors  came  face  to  face 
with  these  machines,  they  were 
familiar  to  them. 

The  members  who  made  the  trip 
were  split  into  groups  of  six,  eacn 
unit  having  a  guide  who  explained 
what  was  occurring. 

The  tour  began  with  a  brief 
glimpse  of  the  laboratory.  The 
first  stop  was  at  the  “pilot”  which 
is  engaged  in  finding  new  ways  of 
improving  existing  products  and 
making  new  ones  on  a  small  scale 
to  discover  the  economic  feasibil¬ 
ity  of  putting  them  into  large- 
scale  production.  Next  was  a 
brief  stop  in  the  research  depart¬ 
ment. 

The  next  stop  was  the  sponge  de¬ 
partment.  Here  sponge  rubber  is 
prepared.  It  is  mixed  with  raw  rub¬ 
ber  and  other  materials.  The  guide 
commented,  “Sponge  rubber  is 
made  just  like  cake  or  bread.”  The 
workers  work  it  with  their  hands 
and  use  a  powdery  substance  which 
looks  like  flour  to  keep  the  separate 
pieces  of  rubber  from  sticking  to 
one  another. 


The  molding  department  produces 
2700  pipe  seals  every  24  hours.  Long 
strips  of  rubber  are  placed  in  a 
press  for  a  mere  few  seconds  and 
out  comes  a  pipe  seal.  This  depart¬ 
ment  seemed  to  be  one  of  the  main 
attractions  to  the  visitors.  Next 
stop  was  the  can-filling  department. 
Here  adhesives,  such  as  tile  cement, 
are  canned. 

In  the  adhesive  department  some 
noticebale  safety  features  were 
pointed  out  by  the  guide.  “In  case 
of  an  explosion,”  he  explained,  “the 
roof  of  the  building  will  blow  off  but 
the  walls  will  remain  steadfast.” 
Another  safety  feature  concerns  the 
ventilation  system.  A  strong  wind 
blows  through  the  department  to  rid 
it  of  fumes  from  the  various  chem¬ 
ical  mixtures. 

In  the  coating  department  plastic, 
cloth  and  paper  are  coated  with  ad¬ 
hesive. 

In  the  shipping  department,  the 
tape  is  rolled  onto  spools  and  is 
made  ready  for  shipment. 

The  last  department  toured  was 
the  packaging  department.  Here 
spools  of  tape  are  packaged  and 
shipped  to  market. 

As  each  member  concluded  the 
tour  he  was  given  a  souvenir  roll  of 
electrical  tape.
